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SUMMARY

S. 1071 would authorize the Secretary of the Interior through the Bureau of Reclamation to

conduct a study to determine the feasibility of implementing a water conservation project in

the Arch Hurley Conservancy District in New Mexico.  The bill would authorize the

appropriation of $2.5 million to conduct this study.

Assuming appropriation of the authorized amount, CBO estimates that implementing S. 1071

would cost $2.5 million over the 2005-2009 period.  Enacting the bill would not affect direct

spending or revenues.  S. 1071 contains no intergovernmental or private-sector mandates as

defined in the Unfunded Mandates Reform Act (UMRA) and would impose no costs on state,

local, or tribal governments.

ESTIMATED COST TO THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT

The estimated budgetary impact of S. 1071 is shown in the following table.  The costs of this

legislation fall within budget function 300 (natural resources and environment).  For this

estimate, CBO assumes that S. 1071 will be enacted before the end of fiscal year 2004 and

that the authorized amount will be appropriated in fiscal year 2005.  Outlay estimates are

based on historical spending patterns of similar projects.
